University Work

SOUTH BEND, Ind.. (AP)— 


There is no truth to reports that 
students at the University of 
Notre Dame sleep on footballs at 
night instead of pillows. 


I visited Notre Dame's beautiful 


2.700-acre campus the other day 
for the first time. It was alive 
with flying birds, but I didn't see 


i a single flying football. 


(Editor's Note: Spring practice 


ended the week before.) 


The university currently is en- 


gaged in trying to enlarge its 
endowment fund, 
one 
of 
the 


smallest of any major educational 
institution in the country. 
It is 


also engaged in a big building pro- 
gram, including a new science hall 
and the 1951 football team. 


The factulty and students at 


Notre Dame are just as proud of 
the 
Fighting 
Irish's 
football 


prowess as millions of fans across 
the nation are. But football isn't 
quite the cult here that jealous 
rivals sometimcs'-believe it to be. 


Here Are Some Facts 


Here are some- facts 
about 


Notre Dame that don't usually hit 
the sports pages:. 


It was founded In 1842 by 


Father Sorin 
and six 
French 


brothers of the Congregation of 
Holy Cross. Their entire capital: 
$400—and faith. 


Once they were so short of shoes 


the brothers had to take turns 
going out in the winter. Another 
time they sold a cow for 50 cents 
In order to buy an ax. 


The original 10-acre campus has 


expanded to more than 1700 acres. 
It includes two lakes, athletic 


f fields, 45 buildings and an 18-hole 
golf course. 


Strict Discipline 


The student body of nearly 5,000 


lives under a discipline almost as 
rigid as that at West Point and 
Annapolis. 
They 
"eat, 
sleep, 


etudy, pray and play" on the 
campus. There are 13 residence 
halls—but no fraternities. 


A itudent may pass an indi- 


vidual course with a grade of 70. 
But to be graduated or to com- 
pete in intercollegiate athletics he 
has to maintain an average of 77. 


The basic tradition at Notre 


Dame is spiritual, not athletic. 
About 10 per cent of its student 
enrollment 
is 
Protestant. 
Its 


alumni include prominent Protes- 
tant clergymen and Jewish rabbis. 
Its board of lay trustees has been 
headed by a Protestant. 


Wrong Impression 
' 
About eight per cent of the 


university's gross income comes 
from fc-otball receipts. 
Much of 


this goes to help needy students. 
Some 15 to 25 per cent of the 
student body earn part of their 
expenses. 


Some here feel that because of 


the overshadowing publicity given 
its football teams the real Notre 
Dame has become "The school no- 
body knows." 
' But the university sums up its 
. own aims in two statements: 


"Knowledge of God is the be- 


ginning of all wisdom." 


The purpose *here is to teach 


students "not only how to make a 
living, but also how to live." 


Bradley Sees Hope for Korean Peace 


Allied Troops Advance, Hold in Korea 


Infantry Men 
Fight See-Saw 
Ground Action 
Reds Build Again 
In Eastern Sector 
Of Fighting Front 


TOKYO — (AP) — Allied 


troops advanced in Western 
Korea today, probed an omi- 
nous Chinese buildup on the 
east-central front, and fought 
to stem a Red sweep in the 
east. 


Infantry troops waged see- 


saw battles in the eastern 
mountains 25 miles south of 
parallel 38. Communist troops 
were trying to expand a 
wedge driven in South Korean 
lines near Soksa. 


Front line reports said 


South Koreans were forced to 
adjust their lines for 25 miles 
eastward to the sea of Japan. 
All dispatches referring to 
this action were heavily cen- 
sored. 


This fighting was on the eastern 


flank of the heroic U. S. Second 
division which hacked four Chi- 
nese corps to pieces In a Red 
offensive started last Wednesday. 


Patrols Probo Northward 


Second division patrols probed 


northward Tuesday into a new 
force of 130,000 Chinese reported 
massing north of their lines for 
a new strike. 


AP Correspondent William C. 


Baranrd said the new Allied ag- 
gressiveness and the enemy build- 
up indicated a showdown battle. 


However, AP Correspondent Tom 


Bradshaw reported scouts found 
no sizable Chinese concentrations 
immediately in front of the Second 
division Tuesday afternoon. Only 
small* groups were spotted 
by 


planes hunting through the clouds 
and two tank patrols which rccon- 
noitered more than a mile into 
no-man's-land. 


Planes Attack 


Planes and artillery hacked at 


Reds withdrawing on the west 
central and western fronts. 


In the far west, a strong task 


force stabbed deep into enemy 
territory 
and 
South 
Koreans 


pushed 
within 
five 
miles of 


parallel 38. 


The Communists put up only 


light resistance to the United Na- 
tions advance, AP Corespondent 
Nate Polowetzky reported from 
U. S. Eighth Army headquarters. 
Allied troops pushed ahead two 
miles and more Tuesday morning. 


An Eighth Army officer said 


the withdrawals were being made 
by small Communist contingents. 


South Koreans Pursue 


Reds were reported withdrawing 


across the Imjin river northwest 
of Seoul. Pursuing South Koreans 
marched through Munsan for the

WASHINGTON—(AP)—Academy award winner Jose Ferrer told 


the house un-American activities committee today he was no Commu- 
nist and no sympathizer with Communist causes. 


Any part he took in Communist front activity, he said, was in the 


role of an innocent victim of Communist big name hunters. 


Ferrer's testimony to the committee made the same points he had 


voluntercd in a statement before his appearance. 


The Puerto Rican-born actor, 


whose starring role in "Cyrano 'de 


f Bergerac" won' him this year's 


movie Oscar for the best male per- 
formance, was an agreeable wit- 
ness in the committee's investiga- 
tion of Communist infiltration of 
Hollywood. 


Listed by Committee 


Ferrer was listed by the com- 


mittee, in its recent report on the 
Communist "peace offensive," as 
a sponsor of the 1949 scientific 
and cultural conference for world 
peace which it designated as a Red 
front activity. 


He is also listed as one of the 


sponsors having affiliation with 
five to ten organizations the com- 
mittee called Communist fronts. 


Ferrer 
wrote 
to 
Committee 


Chairman Wood (D-Ga) that from 
1944 to 1950 he had "casually and 
freely — without adequate Investi- 
gation" permitted use of his nnms 
by many organizations. He said 


» these included groups which have 
not Men Accused of Communist 


leadership, as well as some later 
designated as Communist fronts. 


He said he let his name be used 


from" an innocent desire to help 
the underprivileged, and never 
knowingly supported a Communist 
or a Communist front 


•Not a Communist' 


"I am not and have never been 


a Communist sympathizer," his 
letter said. "I am and have always 
been opposed to Communism and 
Communist principles, ideas and 
tactics." He described himself as 
"deeply democratic and anti-Com- 
munist." 


Ferrer said "Anything and every- 


thing that I have relating to the 
vital subject of your inquiry 
Available to you," He added that 
tho fact he had been subpoenaed 
by the committee was a "bewilder- 
ing shock" to him and "has caused 
considerable damage to my wife 
and me in our professions and . 
*ome personal unpleasantness."

The full effect of the order by 


the Office of Price Stabilization, 
one OPS official said, cannot be 
gauged until next week.

pared to 77,700 on Monday, May 
14, and 68,800 a year ago. Prices 
were generally 50 cents per 100 
pounds higher than 
Saturday. 


Some vealers sold $1 higher. 


The government's beef control 


price program has had little effect 
on the cost of steaks and roasts 
bought by housewives at meat 
markets. But under the OPS pro- 
gram, the government hopes to 
have meat prices reduced eight to 
10 cents a pound after Oct. 1. 


Michael V. DiSalle, federal price 


stabilization director, says con- 
trols will not bring back rationing. 
He says the order is fair and 
necessary.

shell which landed on its No. 1 
16 inch gun turret. 


The Brlnkley Bass was hit on 


Sunday (Korean time). 


Both ships were at anchor while 


bombarding the Communist-held 
port of Wonsan on the cast coast 
of Koroa when the enemy batteries 
opened up.

Bradley said that. military 
men had hoped in March that 
some peace move could be 
made. He added: 


"We still hope that we will 


be in a position to again pro- 
pose something through the 
United Nations which would 
end up in negotiations and 
cessation of hostilities." 


Truce Effort Dropped 


Bradley said that the March 


truce effort had to be abandoned 
when Gen. Douglas MncArthur 
served what Secretary of Defense 
Marshall described as an "ulti- 
matum," on the Chinese . com- 
mander in the field. This was a 
MacArthur proposal for a cease- 
fire which carried also an implica- 
tion the wnr might be widened If 
the Chinese commander did not 
accept it. 


President Truman has said h* 


made up his mind to dismiss Mac- 
Arthur from the Far Eastern 
commands because of this move. 


Bradley made It plain that Ko- 


rean-strategy has,-been keyed for 
weeks now to the hope peace nego- 
tiations might follow if the Com- 
munists' spring offensive was met 
and broken.

Cows Like to Keep Cool, Too... 


URBANA—Building a homemade shade for dairy 


cows on pasture can be one of the easiest, most profit- 
"able investments you can make. 


Karl Gardner, University of Illinois dairyman, says 


a cow's milk production drops off, sometimes pretty 
sharply, when she gets too hot. You see, cows do not 
sweat, so they must cool off in the shade. Heat is extra 
hard on cows on quiet days without any breeze. Uni- 
versity cows have had temperatures 4-8 degrees above 
normal on such days. 
• • * 


Gardner says trees in the pasture or shade by the 


side of the barn is fine. But if you don's have even this, 
you're money ahead to provide artificial shade. 


Probably the best type of atificial ^hade is four 


poles with a flat frame roof or scrap of lumber covered 
with some old straw or hay weighted down so that it 
won't blow away. Straw or hay is better than any metal 
for roofing, because air can move through the straw 
or hay. 
» 
• • 
. 


The roof should be about eight feet off the ground, 


and the shelter should be at least 10 or 12 feet long on 
each side.. This area can accommodate about six cows 


-at once. . 


If there's no other way to provide shade, you can 


put your cows in the barn during the hot mid-day period. 


Remember, too, that plenty of water helps to keep 


cows cool.

A cow with milk fever staggers 


and cannot stand steady.

she goes down and turns her head 
to one side in the position charac- 
terstics of milk fever.

Treatment Effective 


Fortunately, says Dr. Hatch, 


prompt treatment is highly ef- 
fective. 
Calcium 
gluconate 
or 


some other calcium salt is added 
to the blood stream to replace the 
calcium drained from the blood by 
the sudden starting of milk pro- 
duction. Cows sometimes respond 
so quickly that they will get up 
on their feet before treatment is 
finished. 


After the cow is treated, don't 


milk her out completely for a few 
days. 
Milk her. just enough to 


relieve the pressure. She's not so 
likely to deplete her supply of 
calcium in the blood if her produc- 
tion of milk is slowed down.

Plant Lice Are 
Reported in 
Winter Wheat 
Present in Large 
Numbers; Chemical 
Most Effective - 


CHAMPAIGN, (AP) — Green- 


bugs, small plant lice which have 
damaged winter wheat consider- 
ably in the southwest, appeared in 
destructive numbers in Illinois 
wheat fields during the weekend. 


This warning came from the JDr. 


George C. Decker, entomologist of 
the Illinois Natural History Sur- 
vey. 


Decker said farmers and farm 


advisers from McLean and adjoin- 
counties in Central Illinois had 
been telephoning the survey. The 
bugs have appeared in destructive 
numbers in many fields of winter 
wheat and early planted <Jats. 


Always Present 


This insect normally is present 


in small numbers in Illinois. This 
is the first time in 25 years the 
greenbug has appeared in large 
numbers' in the state, Decker said. 


Decker said it had not been de- 


termined whether the Illinois in- 
festation is caused by a buildup of 
the native population, or whether 
the bugs in their winged stage 
have been blown into the state 
from the southwest. 


Decker said early detection and 


prompt action is essential to pre- 
vent destruction from the pests. It 
is a small, green plant louse which 
appears on the leaves of the plant 
and eats it, turning the plant yel- 
low. They can reproduce at an al- 
most unbelievable rate, Decker 
said. 


Chemical Effective 


Decker said a chemical known 


as Parathion ies believed to be the 
most effective and economical in- 
secticide yet developed and tested 
for greenbug control. It should be 
sprayed on the plant at the rate 
of a quarter pound to the acre, 
where the greenbugs appear. 


Decker cautioned farmers who 


use Parathion that it is dangerous 
and that illnesses and some fatal- 
ities have been caused from fail- 
ure to observe precautions which 
are listed on the container. 


Decker said county farm ad- 


visers can tell farmers where they 
may purchase the chemical.

Average daily ration 
per sow was 9'^ pounds of shelled 
corn and slightly more than 1U. 
pounds of sow supplement. 


In addition each pig ate a little ^ 


over two pounds of hulled oats a *W 
day from the creep feeder and just 
a taste of pig supplement. Each 
sow and litter averaged 13 pounds 
Of feed daily. 


The total feed per 100 pounds of 


gain a sow and litter was 388 
pounds of grain and supplement. 
The sow was charged with 325 
pounds and the pigs with 63 
pounds. This is low-cost pork pro- 
duction, and in addition the sows 
were kept in good condition for 9 
market, or for breeding.

Can Save on Corn Cultivation 


URBAN'A—You can omit one to 


three cultivations in your cornfields 
if you apply a 2, 4-D pre-cmer- 
gence spray and it works well. 


But Fred Shfe, 
\yeed control 


•pecialist in the University of Illi- 
nois, 
recommends 
using pre- 


«meigence sprays only when you 
know you have a bad annual weed 
or grass problem. They may be a 
good investment on cornland in 
creek or river bottoms, but they 
are definitely not recommended 
on light or sandy soils. 


Pre-emergence spiays are ap- 


plied after the corn is planted but 
before the first weeds have come 
up. The best time for spraying is 
usually from five days after corn 
is planted until it is three inches 
high. 


The advantages of the 2, 4-D 


pre-emeigence spray is that it kills 
annual weeds very quickly while 
they're germinating. It will con- 


trol velvet weed, cocklebur, fox- 
tail and crabgrass, as well aa oth- 
ers. 


On the other hand, pre-emer- 


gence sprays are fairly expensive 
—about $3 an acre. And thy're no 
good against annual weeds in a 
dry season. If 2, 4-D is to kill an- 
nual weeds, they must sprout 
promptly, and that means there 
must be enough moisture in the 
top layer of soil. Another draw- 
back is that 2,4-D has little effect 
on

quack grass and other 'perennial 
weeds. 


Recommended rate of spraying 


for corn up to 3-4 inches tall is 
one to one and one-half pounds of 
2, 4-D acid an acre. Corn is much 
more easily injured when it is four 
to 30 inches tall, so when it reach- 
es that size use only & pound of 
2, 4-D ester or ^ pound of the 
amine form to the acre. 


Capoiiized Cqckerels May Bring 
Better Price to Chicken Raiser

For the last few yeais the price 


you've got for 
3-pound 
spring 


chickens has been disappointing. 


"I wouldn't sell mine at that 


price," an Iowa fanner told me 
the 
other day. 
"I 
had them 


capomzed. And I figure I made 
a dollar apiece on them. That's 
more than most groweis made on 
their turkeys. 
I'm capomzing 


them again this year." 


I discovered a lot of neighbors 


aie going to do the same thing. 
Theie will be thousands of capons 
in that aiea. 
And that means 


they can be sold to advantage. 


Of A Ruined Trade 


A good many years ago there 


was a poultry plant in Iowa that 
shipped capons by the carload. 
Capons were a specialty with the 
fanners in that area—and a very 
profitable one. 
The OPA killed 


the capon business during the last 
war. 
When you couldn't sell 


capons 
for 
any 
more 
than 


chickens, people figured—sensibly 
enough—that there was no point 
in rapomzmg. So they quit rais- 
ing them. 


The last couple of years there 


has been a lot -of interest in 


hormomzed chickens—which were 
sometimes 
called 
"chemical 


capons" and sometimes "capon- 
ettes." 


Put on Pasture 


"But that's not what I'm talking 


about," the farmer insisted. "I'm 
talking about caponizing with a 
knife. I'll put the birds out on 
range, just like I do my pullets. 
Good green pasture will help to 
keep the feed costs down. I made 
money on them last year. And I 
can't see any reason 
why I 


shouldn't do as well this year." 


I think he's got something 


there. 
x 


If you got straight run chicks 


this spring, it won't be long until 
you'll have to decide what to do 
with the cockerels. 
Why don't 


you talk to some neighbor who 
capomzed his cockerels last year? 
Ask him what he got for them. 
And go into the "produce plant 
where you sell your poultry. Ask 
them what they think of the capon 
deal this year. 


I'm 
inclined to think that 


caponizing may be the best thing 
to do with our cockerels here in 
the Middle West. If I were you, 
I'd consider it seriously.

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Watch Sweet Clover Fields Now 
For Weevil Damage Evidence 


URBANA—Right now is the critical time for dam- 


age of sweet clover fields by the sweet clover weevil. 
Watch your fields carefully and, if you find enough 
damage, be ready to spray with DDT immediately. 


This urgent reminder came today from J. H. Bigger 


and H. B. Petty, insect specialists in the Illinois Natural 
History Survey, and J. C. Hackleman, agronomist in the 
Illinois college of agriculture. 


Petty says the worst damage usually occurs when 


old sweet clover stands are plowed down. Most farmers 
have plowed in the past two weeks or so. When old 
stands are gone, the weevils move to young, new stands 
to feed. Notching on the edge of the leaves is a sign 
that weevils are feeding. With this warning, you should 
be ready to spray when about half the leaf surface has 
been destroyed. 


DDT at V/2 pounuds an acre has done a fine job of 


stopping sweet clover .weevils. You could also use one 
pound of chlordane or V/>-2 pounds of toxaphene. 
Be 


sure to put the spray on the clover plants. 


Bigger emphasizes that timing the spray is extreme- 


ly important. You'll waste both time and chemical by 
spraying before about half the leaf surface has been 
eaten. But if you wait much beyond that point, you'll 
probably lose your whole stand.

Future of Iran's Oil Poses 
Critical Problem for Allies 


While American lawmakers focus on the future of war- 


torn Korea, a struggle of potentially much greater strategic 
importance is taking place in Iran. 


No thoughtful western observers were happy when 


Premier Razmara of Iran was assassinated a few months 
ago. They foresaw a period of economic and political strife 
—Communist-inspired—which could disrupt Iran's heavy 
oil shipments to Britain and other western countries. 


Their worst fears are being realized. Razmara's death 


has been followed by internal turbulence that bodes ill for 
the West. 


The properties of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co., in which 


Britain was majority stockholder, have been nationalized. 
Strikes in the field and other difficulties have slowed the oil 
flow to a trickle. Premier Mossadegh, successor to Rasmara, 
has revealed the insecurity of his government by publicly 
expressing fears for his life. 


How serious all this is for the West can be-seen by resort 


to a few elemental statistics. Iran's annual oil output of 
more than 30 million tons represents more than a third of 
the Middle East's total production. Anglo-Iranian's Abadan 
refinery, largest in the world, itself turns out 25 million tons 
of refined oil. 


These properties supply 25 per cent of Britain's total 


petroleum products, and they also fuel a substantial part 
of the industrial and military machine in other western 
nations. 


In a recent dispatch from Paris, Leon Denne, NEA cor- 


respondent in Europe, quoted a former' Soviet oil official 
as' saying General Eisenhower's entire North Atlantic de- 
fense program may be jeopardized by a drastic oil drought 
if the flow from Iran and perhaps other Middle East sources 
is cut off. Together these sources account for 90 per cent 
of the oil consumed in NATO countries. 


To be sure, British oil men do -not fear that Iranian oil 


will be deliberately barred from Britain, or sold in great 
quantity to Russia. The Iranian government has assured 
the British it wants to keep on selling to them and other 
regular western customers. But what worries the British is 
how much oil there'll be to sell. 


The Iranians now rely on 2700 skilled European workers, 


but they want to replace them with natives. A British 
oil economist compares this outlook to the situation in Mex- 
ico after that country expropriated foreign oil holdings in 
1938. He says: "It took Mexico nine years to get back to 
the level output at the time the properties were seized." 


So long as Iran insists on ousting foreign oil workers and 


managing production entirely on its own, therefore, pros- 
pects are dark. Unless some agreement can be worked out 
to allow seasoned experts to assist the Iranians, the Rus- 
sians will gain a signal strategic victory. 


The United States is the .only other important source 


from which NATO countries could get oil to make up any 
Middle East deficiency. And it's an unsettled question how 
much of that added burden we could bear. We are not now 
an oil-exporting country. 


No communique from the Korean front is more vital to 


the West's future than the -dispatch from Tehran which 
will tell what finally is to happen to Iranian oil.

The Doctor Answers 


Size of Insulin Dose Used to Cure Diabetes 
Is Gauged by Amount of Sugar in the Blood

asks a question on diabetes, not 
because she wishes to treat her- 
self, but merely because she wants 
to know. 


Q—If one ia taking insulin for 


diabetes, does one take more when 
the blood sugar goes up and less 
when it goes down or the other 
way around? When on* goes off 
insulin does one gradually take 
less or stop all at once ?—Mrs. S.C. 


A—Insulin helps to bum the 


sugar In the blood. 
Consequently 


if more sugar appears In the Mood 
there Is need for more Insulin, not 
less. If it become* possible to go 
off insulin, the dose Is gradually 
decreased while the amount of 
sugar In the blood and urine is 
watched to make sure that Insulin 
can be dispensed with.

Q—Is there any reason why a 


person should suddenly lose the 
ability to write? 
About a week 


ago when I sat down to write out 
a grocery slip all I managed was 
scribbles. It is somewhat better 
now. There seemed to be nothing 
wrong with my hand but I couldn't 
form the "thought."—Mrs. W.G. 


A—The condition Is almost cer- 


tainly graphomotor aphasia, which 
Is one of several kinds of loss of 
power to express or comprehend 
speech 
or language. It results 


from disease or Injury to some por- 
tion of the brain and anything 


of this kind calls for a careful and 
thorough study of the nervous 
system. 
• • • 


Q—There is one subject I have 


never seen you discuss and that is 
enlarged heart. Please say some- 
thing about the cause, treatment 
and so forth.—Reader. 


A—Enlarged heart Is not a 


disease of Itself. The heart can 
be larger than normal from any 
one of a great variety of causes: 
overexertion, 
rheumatic 
fever, 


high blood pressure—just to men- 
tion a few. Consequently the 
treatment depends partly on the 
cause, partly on the degree of 
enlargement and on other factors 
such as age and how long the 
heart has been enlarged. 


Q—Is colored margarine just as 


beneficial'to children as butter? 


Reader 


A—The principal nutritional dif- 


ference between butter and mar- 
garine has 
been 
the greater 


amount of vitamin A In the for- 
mer. 
However, margarine Is now 


almost invariably fortified with 
vitamin A so that there Is little if 
any difference in the value of these 
Important foods. The coloring of 
margarine may be combined with 
vitamin A but Is usually put In for 
sake of appearance rather than 
nutritive value.• • • 


Q—I read in the paper about 


some pills made from buckwheat 
which you said were good for high 
blood pressure and hardening of 
the arteries. How can I get them?

A—I never said any such thing. 


You must have read this some- 
where, else. It disturb* me greatly 
when some correspondent mixes 
things up and thinks I recommend 
something which I would not think 
of doing.

Q—Can a person contract tuber- 


culosis from letters and books sent 
by a tuberculosis patient througii 
the mail?

A—The tubercle bacillus dies at 


different rates of speed depending 
on the air and sunlight, the dry- 
ness and so forth. It is theoretical- 
ly possible for a few germs to sur- 
vive for a tune on letters or books, 
but from the practical angle con- 
tracting tuberculosis in this man- 
ner Is so unlikely that it can be 
ignored.

Beware - Hunches Are Misleading

Probably each of 
us 
knows 


some bridge player who plays by 
hunch and most of us wish we 
didn't. A hunch is that strange 
instinct that tells a bridge player 
he's right—whether he is or not. 


When today's hand was actually 


played. South had a hunch that 
the king of trumps would drop. 
He took the opening lead in dum- 
my with the ace of clubs, finessed 
the queen of spades, and then con- 
fidently banged down the ace of 
spadea. 


This brilliant maneuver did de- 


clarer no good at all. He had to 
lose a trump, a diamond, and two 
clubs. 


Do I hear somebody say that 


the contract must be lost any- 
way? 
Look again, for South can 


make four spades if he plays the 
hand properly. 


Correct play is to win the first 


trick with the ace of clubs and 
finesse the queen of spades to be- 
gin with. When the finesse holds, 
South 
should 
abandon trumps. 


The chance that the king will 
drop is far too amall. 


South leads a heart to dummy's 


ace and ruffs a heart with the 
eight of spades. He leads a dia- 
mond to the king and ruffs an- 
other heart with 
the 
nine of 


spades. He then gets to dummy 
wtih the ace of diamonds and 
ruffs still another heart with the 
ten of spades. 


This leaves South with just the 


ace-Jack of spades and three los- 
ing cards in the minor suits. He 
leads a club or a diamond to let 
the enemy take their three tricks. 
When they have done so some- 
body else will be in the lead, and 
South must surely make both 
his ace and his jack of trumps.

laws meant, among other things: 


1. The manufacturer of a 


brand-name product could go 
into a state and make an agree- 
mont with one or more retailers, 
handling his producet, not to sell 
It below a tjrtaln minimum 
price. This was price fixing. 


2. Once a manufacturer made 


such an agreement—If only with

The court said that In states 


which have fair trade laws a 
manufacturer and a retailer can 
till make agreements ,not to sell 
below a certain price. 


But, the court said, this applies 


n the future only to those making 
he agreement and, in the future, 
any retailer not a party to the 
agreement can cut the price as 
much as he wishes. 


Here's a homely example of how 


hat worked and can work now: 


1. The manufacturer 
of a 


fishing reel wanted It to sell for 
$15 if you bought it from a 
tackle tihop. 


If he sold It to a tackle dealer 


in the District of Columbia, 
which has no fair trade law, 
that dealer could re-sell it to 
you for any price he wished be- 
low $15. lie suited himself on 
that. That still stands. The su- 
preme court decision doesn't 
change that. 


2. But say the same manufac- 


turer went Into a state with a 
fair trade law. He made a deal 
with a tackle shop not to re-sell 
that reel for less than $15.

Rural Schools Need New 
Pattern Says NBA Expert 


WASHINGTON— (AP)—The National Education 


Association called today for a "new pattern" for rural 
schools. 


The 1951 yearbook of the association's rural educa- 


tion department, published today, declared the country 
school is a carbon copy of the urban school and so fails 
to meet the particular needs of rural children. 


The yearbook was written by the late Fannie W. 


Dunn, long-time professor of rural education at teachers 
college, Columbia university.

"Our rural education program today does not find 


its basis in the rural environment," Dr. Dunn said. 


"City schools have nine-month terms, beginning 


early in September and closing in late June, with long 
vacations in midwinter. 


"So we shut country school children up in school 


buildings in June and September when the outdoors is 
full of all sorts of educative experiences, and give them 
a vacation in late December, which isn't usually as severe 
as February, and not distinctively abundant in educa- 
tive outdoor opportunities."

Dr. Dunn said educational potentialities of the rural 


community have been overlooked or only slightly de- 
veloping in patterning the rural school program after 
programs emphasizing an "industrial civilization."

Red Losses 
36-1, Army 
Check Shows 


WASHINGTON, 
(AP) — The 


Defense department says the Reds 
in Korea probably lost 36 times as 
many men—killed and wounded— 
as United Nations forces in 'the 
five - day Communist offensive 
through May 20. 
-U. N. losses, according to a De- 
fense department announcement 
yesterday, were 1,618 dead and 
wounded. This excluded missing in 
action, for which accurate figures 
were not yet available. 


A Defense department spokes- 


man estimated the toll in dead and 
wounded of 'Chinese and Korea 
Reds at 58,000. 


The spokesman said casualties 


among United States troops were 
131 killed in action and 826 wound- 
ed. He based his figures for U. S. 
and U. N. losses on a check of pre- 
liminary reports from the Eighth 
army. 


The report put South Korean

Iran's Rejection of British 
Oil Plan Poses Grave Crisis 


By DEWIXT MACKENZIE 
AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 
Iran's blunt rejection of Britain's 


proposal to negotiate the dispute 
over nationalization of the huge 
Anglo-Iranian Oil company has in- 
creased the danger of an already 
grave crisis. 


The seriousnes of the situation 


Is further emphasized by the fact 
that the United States has felt 
impelled to appeal for friendly ne- 
gotiation 
between 
Iran 
and 


Britain. This U. S. action brought 
a charge of interference from a 
Tehran 
government spokesman, 


National Front Deputy Makkl. He 
added a warning: 


"When the Iranian people find 


themselves in a situation ?n which 
the roads are closed from every 
side, the foundations of Commun- 
ism and revolution will be pre- 
pared. It is Britain and the Unit- 
ed States who are pushing us 
towards Russia." 


Intervention Possible 


Certainly 
the 
intervention of 


Bolshevist Russia is one of • the 
grave possibilities. , Prevention of 
this contingency is, of course, one 
of the main aims of both Wash- 
ington and London. 


Close relations with Iran are 


the keystone of 
the 
Western 


powers'/ strength in the Middle 
East. 
This partly 
because of 


Iran's strategic position on the 
Persian gulf, ajid even more be- 
cause of her wealth in petroleum, 
upon which the West depends so 
heavily. 


Thus Russian domination would 


completely change the mid-East- 
ern picture and consequently the 
whole world position—to the ad- 
vantage of Bolshevism. For gen- 
erations the Russians have been 
regarding Iran avidly, both be- 


cause of her 
strategic position 


and because she would afford them 
a warm water port on the Persian 
gulf. They won't overlook any 
wide-open opportunity to take 
over now. 


Revolution Will Help 


However, Moscow isn't likely to 


move rashly. So far as one can 
see her best opportunity would 
arise if there were revolutionary 
developments in Iran. This might 
give her an excuse to send troops 
into Iran under terms of the Rus- 
so-Iranian 
agreement 
of 1921, 


which provides that Russia can 
intervene for self-protection. 


This being the position it isn't 


strange to find Communist fifth 
columnist 
working overtime in 


Iran, and especially in the capi- 
tal, to start a revolution. 


The British 
note to Tehran 


warned that a'refusal to negotiate 
would have serious consequences. 
This was emphasized by the ac- 
tion of the British war office in 
getting ready a -1,000 man para- 
chute brigade which is used for 
emergencies. The War office de- 
clined to state how this brigade 
might be used, but the world was
